A mock disaster exercise was 
held under Civil Defence auspices 
on Wednesday. March 24, at Car¬ 
mangay. The "accident” setting off 
the program was a train-school bus 
collision on the railway crossing, 
the bus returning, from County 
Central High. 

On arriving at the school 2.’i 
casualties for the simulated acci¬ 
dent were mad • up by an expert 
staff headed by B. A. Snider, Cal- • 
gary Chief Instructor and Mrs. 
Lillian Cooper, Calgary assistant 
Chief Instructor of Casualty Simu¬ 
lations. Cases involved fractured 
limbs, intestinal injuries, lacera¬ 
tions, contusions, burns and others 
in various degrees. 

The entire program was under 
the direction of Little Bow Hos¬ 
pital Administrator, Mrs. Rhoda 
Minty and Co-ordinator of Emer¬ 
gency Measures'for the Village of 
Carmangay, Syd Thompson. 

Casualties including stretcher 
cases were moved to the hospital 
by private station wagons which 
were pressed into service, the first 
arriving at 7:30 p.m. 

The entire hospital staff and out¬ 
side help were called in and the 
cases were sorted and handled in 
a most efficient manner by Dr. R. 
Hwozdecki and the staff. 

Assistance was given by mem¬ 
bers of the Lions Club, Boy Scouts, 
Hospital Auxiliary and Walt Mid¬ 
dleton, amateur radio operator, 
who set up a twu-wny radio com¬ 
munication between the hospital 
and the sehixil. Pictures of the 


happenings were taken by Jira 
Minty and E. Brinton. 

The accident didn’t hap|>en but 
it could have. The disaster exercise 
was conducted by the staff of the 
hospital to test its ability to handle 
such an emergency and it prov¬ 
ed that it could. 

After the hour-long event a re¬ 
view of the exercise was conducted 
in the United Church basement, 
where a welfare centre was set up. 
A. W. Ulrich, Champion, chairman 
of the hospital board, opened with 
a commentary on the mock disas¬ 
ter. He welcomed Rev. B. Fyke for 
his Interest, then called on Dr. 
Robert Duncan director of emer¬ 
gency health services for Alberta, 
of Edmonton. Dr. Duncan com¬ 
mended the hospital staff and said 
that the exercise was handled very 
Well and it proved that the hos¬ 
pital was well supported by the 
entire community. He thanked 
everyone for their wholehearted 
support. 

There were guests from Vulcan 
and Picture Butte hospitals to view 

the exercise. 

Mr. Ulrich closed by expressing 
his thanks on behalf of all for the 
wonderful co-operation the hospital 
teceived from the community

SPRAY FOR LICE 
TWICE A VICAR 

Cattle lice do not present prob¬ 
lems only during the winter. After 
studying the fluctuations of lice 
populations on cattle over a three 
to four year period, Dr. W. O. 
Haufe, of the Ixthbi idge Research 
Station has found that some ani¬ 
mals are more susceptible to lice 
than others. They may suffer from 
a peak lice populations anytime. 

Dr. Haufe also found that some 
animals in the herd act as carriers 
of lice, they may not suffer from 
them hut act as a source of in¬ 
fection for the rest of the herd. 
Therefore he suggests the herd 
should he sprayed twice a year for 
lice in the spring to dean up 
the lice population on the carriers 
and again in the fall to prevent a 
build-up of lice during the coldest 
winter weather. 

Lice are not usually n problem 
on well housed, well fed cattle says 
Dr. Haufe. Cattle suffer most from 
lice when there are extreme fluc¬ 
tuations in the weather, and when 
they are poorlv fed. Lice have a 
general debilitating effect not 
noticeable from outward ap¬ 
pearances. They lower the animals 
resistance lo disease and cold 
weather. 

Dr. Haufe says that the very 
susceptible animals have no natural 
'resistance to keep the lice popula¬ 
tion under control. Therefore they 
may suffer from a sudden increase 
in lice anytime. The build-up of 
lice is followed by anemia. In two 
to three weeks the outward symp- 
toms appear; ualeness around the 
eyes, etc. and a sudden drop in 
body weight. If the animal is not 
treated for lice during this critical 
period it wilt probably die from 
tfnoxia, a condition of low oxygen 
level in the blood. 

Dr. Haufe thinks the greater sus¬ 
ceptibility of some cattle to lice is 
genetic. So far it has shown up 
only in purebred animals. But the 
evidence is not conclusive, he says, 
because there has been no statis¬ 
tical comparison between cross¬ 
breds and purebreds.

Although the practice is more prevalent in the 
cities, rural and town residents also suffer the annoy¬ 
ance at times of firms or individuals trying to sell 
goods or services by way of telephone calls. 

The latest sales pitch, operating in both Calgary 
and Lethbridge according to reports, is a sweet 
feminine voice that asks how many people in the 
household are smokers and offers four “free” maga¬ 
zines for the information. The catch in the deal is 
that there is a delivery charge of 35 cents a week 
for the “free” magazines, and the four magazines 
offered can be subscribed to through any subscrip¬ 
tion agent for less than the 35 cents a week. 

Unfortunately, such sales pitches by telephone 
are quite legal and it’s up to the recipients of such 
calls to determine the value of the goods or services 
offered and act accordingly.

SERVICE BOARD 

<By_Ken Houlton) 

At this time of. y’erfr the Agri¬ 
cultural Service Board plans a pro¬ 
gram "for the coming years activi¬ 
ties. I am continually meeting 
farmers who do not know that this 
program .exists or what the bene¬ 
fits could be to them. I am going 
to write a few articles in the com¬ 
ing weeks to try and explain at 
least part of this program. 

Each year the Alberta Provincial 
Government pays a grant to the 
Agricultural Service Board of each 
Municipal District or County, to be 
used for the demonstration and de¬ 
velopment of various Agricultural 
programs. Last year the County of 
Vulcan Agricultural Service Board 
received approximately $3425.00 in 
grants from the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment. In 1965 we are also to re¬ 
ceive an additional grant of $1000 
through the Agricultural Rehabili¬ 
tation Act (ARDA). Of the Pro¬ 
vincial Grant around $1370 goes to¬ 
ward the administration of the 
Rrucellossis program. $150 is spent 
on Publicity, such as Notices in 
the paper as to meetings or an¬ 
nouncements, -.pictures of Service 
Board projects and anything else 
we may do to help promote Ser¬ 
vice Board work. The rest of the 
Provincial grant and the ARDA 
grant is divided between Demon¬ 
stration work, weed control, and 
Land Reclamniaiion projects such 
as Regrassing programs. Drainage 
work etc. 

The Service Board also has a 
tree planter which is for the use 
of any farmer in the County of 
Vulcan free of charge. In 1964 we 
planted 11,780 trees with this 
planter. 

A set of Septic Tank cement 
forms are also kept by the Board 
for rent to farmers in the area. 
These are rented out at $10 per 
setting. 

A portable cattle squeeze is 
available to farmers also on a 
rental basis at $2.50 per Is day 
of use. 

Arrangements for this equip¬ 
ment can be made at the Service 
Board office in the County Office.
